It huns been discovered that sorghum
is nffected by a blight, und some studies
In that diveetion have been made ot the
Kansas agricultural station, savs the
Germnntown [(Pa,)  Telegrmph. The
disensed [_llnnts invurianly present
blotehes of red discoloration on the
leaves or leul sheaths, which are more
numerous and brighter upon the inner
surfnee of the shenths, ‘I'he blotches
wra dreegulnr in shape, growing darker
and linully almost black. When arrivin
at this point the vitality of the affecte
pinrts is completely exhausted, The dis-
ense also dovelops and extends to the
roots, to such nu extent that the plant
enn be easily pulied out of the soil. The
disonse soems to be tho same as that de-
seribed by I'rof, Burrell in the “Pro-
cendings of the Meoting of the Soclet
for the Promotion of Agricullurl{
Sclenco," ut its eighth annual session,
when he ateributed the disease to &
micro-organism, o which he gave the
nama  Bacillus sorghl. It has been
demonstratod by experiment that the
baoillus can exist in the soil and sur-
vive during winter, nnd that it can be
communicuted to healthy plants, It
miy gvon be carrled in the air. As a
lm::-uuliml wll discased planis should be
wurned wnd s rotation of crops prace
ticed, so as to avold bringing the orop
in contuct with the disease that may eq
contained {n the soil,
